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COMMUNITY SUPPORT NEEDED REPRESSION PROSTITUTION 
CONTROL SOURCE VENEREAL INFECTIONS STILL COMMUNITY PROBLEM 


Although prostitution problem approached 
from social, medical, and economic point view, the 
medical profession basing its arguments medical 
facts, must often assume leadership for the repression 
mobilize community support. 

Acting upon information received from the State 
Department Public Health that the increasing inci- 
dence venereal diseases associated with the renewal 
prostitution, the Governor’s Advisory Committee 
Law Enforcement meeting Fresno April 10, 
1946, adopted the following resolution 


WHEREAS, Within the last few months there has been sub- 
stantial increase the number venereal infections reported 
the Department Public Health this State; and 

WHEREAS, With the termination active hostilities and the 
relaxing military controls there appears movement 
the part the underworld open houses prostitution 
wherever possible now, therefore, 

Resolved, That the recommendation this committee 
that all law enforcement agencies within the State especially 
active and aggressive preventing the establishment houses 
prostitution and suppressing any that may exist; 
further 

Resolved, That the recommendation this committee 
that conference held between the appropriate representa- 
tives the State Department Public Health, the Attorney 
General and representatives this committee for the purpose 
establishing plans and procedures which will permit the 
highest possible cooperation between the law enforcement agen- 
cies and the Department Public Health, such conference 
arranged the Attorney General and the representatives 
this committee selected him. 


The Advisory Committee Law Enforcement con- 
sists members, representing law enforcement 
agencies throughout the chiefs police, district 
attorneys, sheriffs, constables, magistrates, and justices 
the peace. Their cooperation the repression 
prostitution vital importance. 

The members each community this State also 
have responsibility solving the problem venereal 


disease control. there community interest and 
awareness what the problem and what can now 
accomplished, that alertness will prevent the reestab- 
lishment some the houses and districts which were 
repressed during the war. 

Cities which not vigorously attack prostitution 
usually have high venereal disease rate. While 
medical treatment the venereal diseases has im- 
proved, the problem reducing the source infection 
through the repression prostitution remains 
solved. 


CENTRAL REGISTRY PROVIDES AUTHORITATIVE 
INFORMATION 

During the war, because the tremendous increase 
information concerning the source and spread 
venereal infections that came the attention local 
and State health agencies, was necessary set 
National clearing house what officially termed 
Central Registry. The Registry facilitates the ex- 


‘change epidemiological data among local health de- 


partments; initiates investigations premarital and 
prenatal examinees, industrial groups, Selective Serv- 
ice applicants, discharged veterans, and many others 
who have positive blood and notifies the armed 
forces and State health departments venereal disease 
within their jurisdiction. 
cerning the contact venereally infected person who 
acquired the disease California sent the Central 
Registry, where all information that person col- 
coded, and tabulated machine. Reports are 
sent each health department participating. 

the first year the use the Central Registry, 
1943, 23,640 contact investigations were processed 
California, but 1945, 34,205—an increase approxi- 
mately per became apparent that prosti- 
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tution was involved such large percentage these 
cases that order assist communities with this prob- 
lem, the California State Department Public Health 
list locations named patients the 
place where they met the person they had reason 
believe gave them their infection. also listed the 
place where the exposure occurred and indicated 
whether not fee was paid. These reports have 
been continued and definitely confirm the belief that 
prostitution has increased. 


PROSTITUTION INCREASED 300 PER CENT 

comparing the reports for 1944 and 1945, was 
found that prostitution had increased 300 per cent 
1945 over 1944. This increase has been associated with 
per cent increase the number venereal diseases 
infections during the same interval. This increase 
not entirely attributed increase the popu- 
lation for according the California Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation the population increase for the five-year period 
1940-1945 was only per cent. 


Reports for March and April show that return 
commercialized prostitution has been observed sev- 
eral communities the State. The exploiters 
prostitution have awaited the end the war with the 
hope that opposition forces would relax and enable 
them operate unhampered. Former vice interests 
and operators houses prostitution counting this 
relaxation and general let-down community 
morale have some places already reopened their 
houses. Many them never gave the titles 
leases their former brothels. 


Organized vice has big financial stake for which 
fight. ‘‘big’’ business and intends remain 
so. Against the pressures the promoters prosti- 
tution, pimps, madams, prostitutes, shysters, and shady 
real estate operators, the continued support and assist- 
ance alert citizenry are needed. Support law 
enforcement must strong make itself felt 
opposition those pressures. 


Because prostitution the greatest single means 
spreading venereal diseases, responsible for mil- 
lions hours lost disabled workers and costs the 
taxpayers the Nation enormous sums for the treat- 
ment those infected with these diseases. takes 
money that might better spent for commodities es- 
sential the maintenance good health. 


Under the laws California, prostitution crime. 
From time time additional laws and measures have 
been passed the State and others counties and 
cities. They should enforced not only because vene- 
real disease spread prostitution, but also because 
the practice tends undermine the integrity our 
social institutions. 


back official law enforcement against prosti- 
tution, may necessary organize voluntary 
mittees. improving conditions the past 
have been the cooperative efforts local officials, lay 
community leaders, the police, the courts, welfare 
cies, civic clubs, and the health officers. With them 
hotels, taxi companies, liquor interests, taverns and 
other groups worked out realistic, energetic, and 
comprehensive attack prostitution. When respon- 
sible citizens make sincere and concerted effort 
defend their community against commercialized vice, 
they have shown that they can abolishing 
commercialized prostitution. 


PEOPLE MISLED FALLACIES 
Many who could interested supporting pro- 
gram for the repression prostitution have been misled 
series fallacious statements. 


One fallacy has been fed the public the effect 
that prostitution can made safe kept safe the 
examination prostitutes and the treat- 
ment those found diseased. Not only examination 
prostitutes ineffective, also misleading and tends 
create false sense security. Furthermore 
places the physician and the health department the 
position giving the stamp approval prostitution. 


Prostitutes are one time another infected with 
venereal disease, and because they operate mass 
basis, they have neither the time nor the inclination 
adopt carry out protective measures. system 
public health control yet devised has made prostitu- 
tion even reasonably safe. 


Because the spirit patriotism few years ago 
much was accomplished toward the repression pros- 
titution during the war. Today the same resources 
should utilized protect the civilian population 
well the military. Syphilis and gonorrhea are still 
venereal diseases whether the man wears khaki, navy 
blue, civvies. They are still disabling diseases re- 
gardless race, sex, color, age, creed. 


Although many raise the cry that repression pros- 
titution brings greater evils such rape and seduction 
and vice all over the city, the facts have 
disproved this claim. For the most part rape has little 
nothing with prostitution. rule, rapists 
are pathological degenerates who have interest 
prostitutes. They operate independently from the 
business vice. Seduction goes during the pres- 
ence absence red light districts. has been ob- 
served that the scattering happens only when some 
the citizens and authorities want happen. 


When houses prostitution have been closed not 
only California but all parts the United States, 
the reports from individual communities provide over- 
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whelming evidence that increase promiscuous 
eontacts has not resulted. 


EFFECTIVE PROGRAM FOR REPRESSING 
PROSTITUTION 

effective program against prostitution requires 
the closing all houses prostitution and keeping 
them closed. involves the prosecution individuals 
who derive profit from prostitution—as the madams, 
and procurers. involves the use jail sentences 
rather than fines, since the latter practice places the 
community the position deriving revenue from 
illegal business. involves the supervision such 
places night clubs, tourist camps, and beer parlors. 
requires adequate social service for the prevention 
medical, and social consideration 
for the prostitute who amenable—prosecution for 
those who are not. 

Repressing prostitution and treating physically and 
socially those who have been involved should 
part continuing community program matter 
welfare and civic health.

MENTAL HYGIENE LEGISLATION 


allocation the Department Mental Hygiene 
for State hospital construction, made the Legislature 
special session, was the largest ever made the de- 
partment, namely $57,500,000. 

Another appropriation $3,300,000 was made avail- 
able for the acquisition, establishment, and operation 
additional temporary hospital facilities for mental 
patients State institutions. The intent this act 
utilize hospitals longer needed the armed 
and thus make available almost immediately 
sufficient beds relieve most the overerowding 
State institutions. 

Sections 6726 and 7012.5 the Welfare and Insti- 
tutions Code, relating the support mental patients 
family care homes, were amended the special ses- 
sion allow the Department Mental Hygiene pay 
$45 month for the foster home care patient 
leave absence from State Hospital for the 
mentally ill institution for the mentally deficient. 
Sections 6726.1 and 7012.6 were repealed.

FEDERAL BILLS RELATING 
PUBLIC HEALTH 


The purpose some the more recent Federal bills 
relating public health and the action reported 
certain the earlier bills presented here. Much 
the Federal legislation dealing with health has already 
been reported California’s Health (Oct. and 31, 
1945, and Jan. 31, 1946).

The Senate has passed and sent 
the House this General Housing Act 1946’’— 
which designed remedy the serious cumulative 
housing shortage, eliminate slums and blighted areas, 
realize soon feasible the goal decent home 
and suitable living environment for every American 
family. 

H.R. 5686. Mr. Forand bill assist 
the States and provide the leadership common 
program the end that person the country need 
hungry for want public aid and that, where 
needed, welfare services may made suitable allevi- 
ate prevent poverty, minimize its resultant social 
evils, and promote the welfare those who can not 
protect themselves, especially children. 

This Welfare Act 1946’’—author- 
izes direct payments doctors, institutions, and other 
agencies furnishing necessary medical care the 
needy. permits these adults who require medical 
care voluntarily reside public well private 
institutions without loss their cash assistance. Uni- 
fied administration federally aided welfare programs 
all levels government required under this bill. 
also proposes placing the administrative responsi- 
bility for the Children’s Bureau the Federal Security 
Agency.

tributing sex delinquency (3) provision services 
for the rehabilitation sex delinquents. The Senate 
Committee Education and Labor has recommended 
that the Senate pass this bill. 

The Senate and the House each passed the proposed 
School Lunch Act’’ (H.R. 3370) but with 
different provisions appropriations, matching, and 
nutrition education (The Senate substituted the provi- 
sions 962 for the House-passed provisions). The 
two versions H.R. 3370 were referred joint con- 
ference committee. 

The House passed the National Mental Health Bill” 
(H.R. 4512), but consideration the Senate was 
delayed the hearings the proposed 
Health (S. 1606 and H.R. 4730). 

The House Subcommittee Aid the Physically 
Handicapped giving active consideration H.R. 
5206, bill establish the Department Labor 
Federal Commission for the Physically Handicapped 
deal with the problems the 25,000,000 physically 
handicapped citizens the United States. 

The House Committee Rivers and Harbors has 
reported favorably the Water Pollution Control Aet 
(H.R. 6024) establish program preventing, 
abating, and controlling the sources water pollution, 
Health Service.

When several hundred soldiers and the civilian train 
employees were exposed smallpox troop train 
entering California, city and county health officers 
being notified the State Department Public 
Health the exposures, kept the individuals under 
observation during the incubation period.

Most city children, Dr. Studebaker observes, stagnate 
during the summer, some retrogress, and frequently 
those with nothing become delinquents. 
would like way with this do-nothing 
period and give city children ‘‘the benefits country 
living and some the natural, spontaneous education 
which was the birthright our rural forebears.’’ 

Under the proposed system, 1,000 the children 
would the school the first quarter, another 
1,000 the next quarter, and through the year. 
The regular schools the city would also operate 
throughout the four quarters, with 3,000 the children 
always attendance. While attendance camp 
school would optional, Dr. Studebaker believes that 


time parents would warm advocates the year- 
round plan. 

While the cost maintaining full-year school 
system would higher—for one thing, teachers would 
paid full year’s basis—the increase cost 
would trifling when compared the value received 
the community compared the growing 
costs juvenile delinquency.

The University California School Public Health 
forming plans cooperation with the Navy, 
Bureau Medicine and Surgery, change the dura- 
tion the special Training Course Sanitation for 
Hospital Corps Officers, N., from weeks 
full semester, plus one month field practice. 


The University California short courses, which are 
the only ones offered this country, began January 
1945. Under the supervision Walter Brown, 
M.D., acting dean, the School Public Health has 
trained officers who now are supervising sanitation 
Naval stations from New York Shanghai. 


During the war, classes consisted students, but 
now are limited men.
